vate dealers report a heavy de¬ 
mand. 

The Advocate rsked Mr. Roth to 
outline control measures that 
could be used by the farmers and 
we are indebted to him for the 
following information. 

GRASSHOPPERS 
ARE NUMEROUS 

The grasshopper situation in the 
County of Vulcan presents itself 
as severe in many parts, though if 
a rain and cloudy weather were 
to come much of the drain on 
poison supplies would be cut down 
or eliminated. On the other hand 
dry weather could mean an even 
more severe outbreak in the areas 
not forecast as being severe. 

Control measures might be to 
leave a strip of your field that you 
are about to summerfaUow, either 
next to your seeded field or in the 
centre, and spray this area, killing 
the hoppers before they move into 
crop land. Also watch for the 
movement of hoppers from grass¬ 
land and headlands into crops 
Stubble crops may require com¬ 
plete coverage. This does not mean 
thut every square foot must be 
sprayed. In other words, if the 
hoppers aren’t too numerous you 
could get along by poisoning every 
other sprayer width. 

Remember that chemical control 
means that you are dealing with a 
poison, most of which kill by 
fumes, contact and stomach 
poisoning. The Department of 
Agriculture has been supplying 
Dieldrin to farmers at cost. There¬ 
fore when you go into your local 
chemical agent you may find his 
price slightly higher. The poisons 
useable for controlling grass¬ 
hoppers are Dieldrin, Aldrin, Hep- 
tachlor, Chlordane, Toxaphene and 
Malathion. 

Dieldrin which is being sold to 
farmers by the County has 32 oz. 
of active ingredient per gallon. 
While the hoppers are young, 1 
oz. of active ingredient per acre 
will give control. This poison is 
best used on cropland only. For¬ 
age sprayed with Dieldrin cannot 
be fed to animals for slaughter or 
to dairy animals until 90 days 
after spraying. Range cattle being 
held over can be put on forage 
sprayed with Dildrin, 30 days after 
spraying. 

Toxaphene at 1% lbs. of active 
ingredient per acre can be used 


where beef animals are concerned 
but not dairy animals. Toxaphene 
is sufficiently safe that beef ani¬ 
mals can be pastured immediately 
following the spray application. 
However, they must not be 
slaughtered within six weeks of 
the time of application of Toxa¬ 
phene to the pasture. Toxaphene 
treated forage cannot be sold or 
fed to dairy animals and if fed 
to beef animals, it should not be 
treated within four weeks of har¬ 
vest and should not be fed within 
four weeks of slaughter. 

Malathion at 1 lb. of active in¬ 
gredient per acre will kill young 
hoppers and both beef and dairy 
animals can graze on this forage 
immediately afterward. Dairy 
animals should be removed while 
spraying to prevent direct conta¬ 
mination. With Malathion for 
dairy cows, wait {.even days before 
harvesting the forage or using the 
milk. 

Government regulations prohibit 
the marketing of milk, meat pro¬ 
ducts, and forage contaminated 
with the commonly used grass¬ 
hopper poisons such as Aldrin and 
Dieldrin. Even very small amounts 
of these chemicals when eaten by 
livestock appear in the body fat 
for many weeks. This means that 
such materials cannot be used for 
controlling grasshoppers on any 
plants that will be fed to livestock 
in the current year. 

Remember to take all the pre¬ 
cautions listed on the labels. Some 
of these are: Wear protective 
coveralls and gloves. Respirators 
or dust-proof masks should be 
worn while handling volatile 
sprays. Change contaminated 
clothing and wash before re-use. 
If pesticides are spilled on the 
skin, wash immediately and 
thoroughly with soap and water. 
While spraying, prolonged ex¬ 
posure should be avoided, sprays 
and dusts should not be inhaled, 
smoking (especially hand rolled 
cigarettes) should be avoided. Take 
care not to contaminate feed or 
water for livestock. 

The above precautions are not 
listed to scare people with, but 
are just good common sense prac¬ 
tices to follow when handling these 
extremely toxic pesticides. Re¬ 
member the probable lethal dose 
for a 150 lb. man is between seven 
drops and 1 oz., of most of the 
pesticides used to kill grass¬ 
hoppers.

Re: Adult Polio Booster Injections:— All adults who have com¬ 
pleted the series of three polio injecUons prior to December 
1957 may receive their first booster at any of our regular 
Baby & Pre-School clinics. 


These well-baby clinics are neld for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care 
Your child should be Immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months of age, a series of four doses, three at 
monthly intervals and the fourth, six months later, of the com¬ 
bined vaccine containing diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio (D.P.T. Polio). A booster dose of the above vaccine 
should be given at three years of age. A further booster, 
Diphtheria, Tetanus and Polio (D.T. Polio) should be given 
prior to school entrance. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac¬ 
cination taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

There is no charge at these clinics which are a service of the 
Foothills Health Unit.
